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wherein D 50 represents the diameter at which 50% of the particles of the reactive composition 
(expressed by weight) have a diameter of less than D50; and 

wherein D10 represents the diameter at which 10% of the particles of the reactive composition 
(expressed by weight) have a diameter of less than D10. 



REMARKS 

Entrance of this amendment is respectfully solicited. It presents the claim(s) in better 
condition for appeal; it raises no new issues as Claim 13 depends from claim 1 the preamble of 
which is directed to -A composition--. 

Amendment of Claim 13 is presented to correct the preamble [to change "The process of 
Claim 1" to "The composition of Claim 1"] and thus to provide antecedence to the statutory class 
of subject matter of Claim 1 from which claim 13 depends.
